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CANADIAN  TRADE  DOLLARS: 
a fascinating  new  field  in 
Canadian  numismatics

Canadian  trade  dollars , based  on  experience  and 
research  of  both  writers , data  supplied  by  collectors 
specializing  in  trade  dollars,  and  information  pro- 
vided by  Messrs.  Rex  Pearce  and  Glenn  Trenchard  of 
The  Sherri t Mint.

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Collecting  Canadian  trade  dollars  is  a fascinating  and  inexpensive  new 
field  in  Canadian  numismatics.  To  date  some  441  type  trade  dollars 
(494,  including  those  with  mintmarks)  are  known  to  the  writers. 

The  designs  shown  on  the  dollars  have  a purely  local  native  flavor 
which  reflect  the  people's  way  of  life  in  the  area  of  Canada  for 
which  they  were  issued.  Designs  range  from  a bucking  bronco  and  cow- 
boy for  the  The  Calgary  Stampede  to  the  Friendly  Snowman  (Bonhomme 
Carnaval)  which  is  the  symbolic  figure  for  Quebec  City's  Winter  Carni- 
val. Many  of  them  have  more  intricate  designs  and  greater  workmanship 
than  some  regular  Canadian  coins.  Trade  dollars  offer  the  collector 
an  interesting,  inexpensive  and  active  hobby,  requiring  no  numismatic 
background  whatever.  There  are  lots  of  new  issues  every  year. 

Use  as  Currency 

In  their  promotional  brochure  The  Sherritt  Mint  defines  a trade  dollar 
as  "A  community  coin,  sponsored  by  a local  authority  and  given  legal 
monetary  value  in  a limited  area  for  a limited  time  by  the  appropriate 
local  authority.  It  is  used  as  money  in  normal  commercial  transactions 
during  its  validity.". 

The  words  "GOOD  FOR  ONE  DOLLAR",  "SOUVENIR  DOLLAR"  or  "DOLLAR"  must 
appear  on  a trade  dollar,  or  else  it  is  considered  a medal.  The  expiry 
date  appears  on  all  current  trade  dollars,  but  it  is  lacking  on  a few 
of  the  older  pieces.  One  recent  exception  to  this  is  the  1978  Port 
Alberni,  British  Columbia  (B.C.)  piece  which  shows  neither  an  expiry 
date  nor  the  denomination. 

A local  municipal  authority,  such  as  the  Mayor  (and  Council),  declares 
that  an  issue  of  trade  dollars  shall  be  accepted  in  the  local  trade 
with  a value  of  $1.00  for  a valid  period.  The  period  of  validity  var- 
ies from  a weekend  to  a year.  The  average  length  of  time  ranges  between 
six  weeks  and  four  months.  After  the  expiry  date,  the  trade  dollar 
looses  its  currency  value  and  those  still  in  the  possession  of  par- 
ticipating local  merchants  are  redeemed.  In  a well-run  campaign,  re- 
demption should  should  be  about  20%  of  the  issue. 

The  inscription  on  nearly  all  trade  dollars  is  in  English,  though  on  a 
few,  for  example  those  from  Quebec  City,  it  is  in  French.  A bilingual 
inscription  appears  on  a few  trade  dollars,  for  example  the  1978  New 
Liskeard  trade  dollar. 

The  obverse  of  a Canadian  trade  dollar  is  the  side  which  has  the  expiry 
date  and  the  denomination.  If  the  expiry  date  and  the  denomination  are 
on  opposite  sides  of  the  trade  dollar,  the  side  with  the  expiry  date 
is  considered  the  obverse.  If  the  expiry  date  is  not  shown,  the  side 
with  the  denomination  is  considered  as  the  obverse. 

Trade  dollars  probably  have  more  claim  to  being  currency  coinage  (in 
restricted  areas)  than  Canada's  recent  silver  dollars,  Olympic  coins 
or  $100.00  gold  coins  — all  of  which  were  sold  at  a substantial  prem- 
ium above  face  value  and  never  circulated. 

Current  issues  are  generally  available  by  mail  from  the  issuing  agency 
at  face  falue  plus  25c  postage.  Many  trade  dollars  issued  in  previous 
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years  are  still  available  from  the  issuing  agency  in  uncirculated  con- 
dition at  prices  ranging  from  $1.25  to  $5.00  each. 

Other  Denomi n at  ion s 

Other  denominations  of  metallic  pieces  issued  for  the  same  purpose  as 
a trade  dollar  include:  fourteen  issues  of  50c  pieces  issued  by  twelve 

municipalities  between  1958  and  1976;  two  issues  of  $2.00  pieces  issued) 
by  two  municipalities;  and  one  issue  each  of  a $5.00  and  $20.00  denomi- 
nation. There  have  also  been  issues  of  metallic  25c  pieces,  most  of 
which  are  in  aluminum. 


Several  hundred  issues  of  wooden  pieces  in  denominations  from  5c  through 
$1.00  have  also  been  issued  by  municipalities. 

Fifteen  issues  of  trade  notes,  issued  between  1955  and  1979  by  eleven 
municipalities,  are  known.  The  notes  are  of  25g,  $1.00  and  $3.00  de- 
nominations and  bear  an  expiry  date. 

Festivals,  Persons,  Municipalities  Commemorated 


Most  trade  dollars  are  issued  for  fund  raising  purposes  by  a City 
Council,  Chamber  of  Commerce,  Tourist  Bureau,  Festival  Committee  or  a 
local  branch  of  a major  service  organization  such  as  the  Jaycees,  Kins- 
men, Kiwanis  or  Lions,  on  behalf  of  their  municipality.  Some  recent 
issues  in  British  Columbia  were  made  for  a particular  region  rather 
than  for  a municipality  — as  for  example  the  1977,  1978  and  1978 
Indian  Heritage  dollars;  the  1978  Chinese  Dynasty  dollars  and  the

Trade  dollars  are  generally  issued  during  the  summer  months  to  coin- 
cide with  the  tourist  season.  An  interesting  exception  is  Quebec 
City's  annual  issue,  beginning  in  1977,  of  three  trade  dollars  to  com- 
memorate their  Winter  Carnival  which  commences  the  first  Thursday  ot 
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each  February. 


A large  number  of  trade  dollars  are  issued  yearly  to  commemorate  an 
annual  festival  or  happening.  Some  of  the  better  known  festivals  and 
happenings  are:  The  Calgary  Stampede,  Edmonton  Klondike  Days,  The 

Yellowknife  Caribou  Carnival,  Banff  Indian  Days,  The  Kitchener-

Waterloo  Oktoberfest,  The  Kelowna  Regetta,  The  Nanaimo  Bathtub  Races 
and  the  Quebec  City  Winter  Carnival. 

Other  dollars  commemorate  an  anniversary  of  a famous  person.  During 
1978  trade  dollars  were  issued  by  several  municipalities  in  British 
Columbia  to  commemorate  the  200th  anniversary  of  the  landing  of  Cap- 
tain James  Cook  off  the  coast  of  Vancouver  Island  on  March  28,  1778. 

Trade  dollars  are  also  issued  to  commemorate  important  anniversaries 
of  a municipality,  such  as  the  1960  trade  dollar  commemorating  the 
golden  jubilee  of  Prince  Rupert,  B.C. 

Sometimes  they  are  issued  as  souvenirs  for  the  tourist,  being  valid  as 
currency  for  the  entire  year  as  for  example  the  Niagara  Falls  trade

dollar  issued  annually  since  1977  ortheSte.  Anne  de  Beaupre  trade 
dollar  first  issued  in  1979. 

The  longest  series  is  that  issued  by  Calgary  for  its  Stampede  each 
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summer.  Trade  dollars  have  been  issued  annually  for  this  event  since 
1963,  except  for  1967  when  a medal  was  issued  in  place  of  a dollar. 

Trade  dollars  have  been  issued  annually  during  the  past  decade  for 
use  in  the  following  municipalities  (first  year  of  issue  in  brackets): 
Banff  (1969),  Edmonton  (1968),  Jasper  (1970),  Manitoulin  Island  (1969) 
and  Nanaimo  (1969)  . 

Topical  Subjects  of  Trade  Dollars 

Trade  dollars  can  be  collected  and  displayed  by  topic.  Some  of  the 
subjects  appearing  on  trade  dollars  include:  the  cowboy  and  his  way 

of  life,  the  pioneer  and  his  way  of  life,  famous  persons,  seals  of 
municipalities,  festivals,  sports,  cars,  boats,  trains,  animals, 
marine  life,  flowers,  churches  and  building. 

A short  topic  is  the  various  symbolic  mint  marks  used  so  far  by  only 
Edmonton,  Calgary,  Winnipeg  and  Kimberley  on  their  trade  dollars. 

Trade  dollars  may  also  be  collected  according  to  the  topical  purpose 
for  their  issue:  to  commemorate  a festival,  event  or  happening;  to 

commemorate  a famous  person;  or  merely  as  a yearly  souvenir  issued 
by  a municipality  without  any  specific  commemorative  purpose. 

Finally,  trade  dollars  of  a single  province  or  territory  are  a fitting 
topic  for  a collector  resident  of  that  area.  Actually  this  is  a fairlj 
popular  theme  with  some  token  collectors. 

Quantities  Minted 

The  range  of  mintages  is  from  5,000  to  200,000.  The  average  issue  of 
a trade  dollar  is  from  10,000  to  50,000.  Mintages  of  25,000  and 
50,000  are  common  today. 

Nickel  dollars  are  struck  automatically  at  the  rate  of  100  per  minute. 
Silver  and  gold  dollars  are  hand  fed  into  the  striking  press  and  en- 
capsulated at  the  rate  of  2 to  3 per  minute. 

Metals 


Nickel  is  by  far  the  most  popular  and  attractive  metal  for  a currency 
issue  of  a trade  dollar.  About  75%  of  the  issues  today  are  struck  in 
this  metal.  It  is  non-corrosive,  does  not  tarnish,  and  is  highly  re- 
sistant to  wear.  Nickel  dollars  show  a high  degree  of  brillance  and 
the  metal  has  a higher  intrinsic  value  than  any  other  metal  used  for 
coinage  except  for  silver,  gold,  platinum  and  palladium. 

The  second  most  popular  metal  for  currency  issues  is  argentan,  also 
known  as  German  silver  and  nickel-silver.  It  is  an  alloy  of  copper 
and  nickel  with  a small  amount  of  zinc.  With  time,  argentan  develops 
a yellow  tinge. 

Other  metals  infrequently  used  for  currency  issues  include:  brass, 

bronze,  copper-nickel,  aluminum  and  nickel-plated  copper.  Nickel- 
bonded  steel  is  a good  metal  that  has  not  yet  been  used.  Brass  and 
bronze  tarnish  fairly  quickly.  Copper-nickel  is  softer  than  nickel 
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and  scratches  more  easily.  Also,  it  is  not  as  brilliant  as  nickel. 

Gold-plated  and  rhodium-plated  trade  dollars  are  gaining  in  popularity 
as  they  can  be  sold  at  a small  premium  above  face  value.  A rhodium- 
plated  dollar  is  very  close  in  color  to  a silver  dollar,  but  unlike 
the  silver  dollar,  it  does  not  tarnish.  A gold-plated  dollar  is  an 
inexpensive  substitute  for  a gold  dollar.  The  additional  fee  for  the 
rhodium  plating  and  for  the  gold  plating  on  a trade  dollar  is  quite 
low,  but  must  depend  upon  world  prices  for  these  metals.  Silver-plated 
dollars  are  another  possibility. 

For  many  issues  a small  striking  is  made  in  frosted  proof-like  con- 
dition of  from  one  to  3000  (average  today  is  100  to  200)  in  .999  fine 
silver  and  to  a lesser  extent  in  .925  fine  silver.  In  addition  a 
striking  may  be  made  of  from  1 to  200  (average  today  is  5 to  25)  in 
10,  14,  18  or  24  karat  gold.  Gold,  and  most  silver,  strikings  are  gen- 
erally made  to  fill  prepaid  orders  received  by  the  issuing  agency. 
Silver  and  gold  specimens  were  not  struck  for  many  of  the  earliest 
issues . 


Dies 


A precise  drawing  about  six  inches  in  diameter  of  the  obverse  and  of 
the  reverse  sides  of  a trade  dollar  is  required  by  the  engraver.  The 
drawing  is  generally  done  by  a graphic  artist  with  some  experience  in 
this  type  of  work. 

Most  engravers  make  a large  plaster  model  for  each  side  of  the  trade 
dollar  from  the  artist's  drawing.  A reducing  pantograph  is  then  used 
to  cut  the  master  dies.  A very  few  skilled  engravers  are  able  to  cut 
the  master  die  directly  from  the  artist's  drawing. 

The  pair  of  tooled  master  dies  shows  the  design  in  the  negative  sense 
and  is  preserved.  One  set  of  master  working  dies  is  struck  from  the 
tooled  master  dies,  the  former  showing  the  image  in  the  positive 
sense.  The  next  step  is  to  strike  one  or  more  sets  of  working  dies 
(the  image  is  then  in  the  negative  sense)  from  the  master  working  dies 
and  these  are  used  to  strike  the  issue  of  trade  dollars  . 

If  the  working  dies  wear  out  during  striking,  if  they  crack,  or  if  they 
clash  against  each  other,  another  set  of  working  dies  can  easily  be 
struck  to  continue  the  mintage. 

The  original  tooled  master  dies  are  given  to  the  issuing  municipality 
after  minting  and  the  working  dies  are  destroyed.  One  of  the  tooled 
master  dies  may  be  used  for  a subsequent  year's  issue,  necessitating 
perhaps  a change  only  in  the  date  numeral. 

Physical  Dimensions 

The  most  popular  size  for  a Canadian  trade  dollar  is  33mm.  However, 
the  range  of  sizes  varies  from  20mm  to  39mm.  Other  planchet  sizes 
in  common  use  are  32mm,  35mm,  36mm  and  38mm. 

A 33mm  nickel  trade  dollar  struck  by  The  Sherritt  Mint  weighs  13.5 
grams  and  32  of  them  can  be  struck  from  one  pound  of  nickel.  At  the 
time  this  article  was  penned  the  price  of  nickel  was  $3.05  per  pound. 
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So,  a 33mm  trade  dollar  contains  roughly  ten  cents  worth  of  nickel. 

A 35mm  nickel  trade  dollar  weighs  20.2  grams  and  a 38mm  piece  weighs 
25.5  grams.  A 33mm  trade  dollar  in  .999  fine  silver  contains  0.55 
troy  ounces  of  silver  and  weighs  17  grams.  A 24  karat  gold  trade 
dollar  contains  0.90  troy  ounces  of  gold  and  weighs  28  grams. 

Most  trade  dollars  are  round  with  the  exception  of  the  eight-sided 
pieces  issued  by  Nanaimo,  B.C.  in  1974  and  1975. 

The  edge  is  generally  reeded,  although  a few  issues  have  a plain  edge. 
Edge  inscriptions  have  been  used  to  number  gold  specimens  for  a few 
issues.  A plain  edge  with  suitable  inscription  of  the  metallic  con- 
tent for  .999  fine  or  .925  fine  silver  trade  dollars  would  distinguish 
them  from  nickel,  argentan,  copper-nickel  and  rhodium-plated  specimens 

The  Canadian  nickel  dollar  is  32mm,  weighs  15.616  grams  and  has  a 
reeded  edge,  just  for  comparison  purposes. 

Mints 


The  Sherritt  Mint  in  Fort  Saskatchewan,  Alberta  strikes  more  issues 
of  trade  dollars  than  any  other  Canadian  mint.  Other  currently  oper- 
ating Canadian  mints  that  have  struck  trade  dollars  include:  The 

Royal  Canadian  Mint,  Ottawa,  Ontario;  The  Alberta  Mint,  Edmonton, 
Alberta;  The  Interbranch  International  Mint,  Toronto,  Ontario;  The 
Johnson  Matthey  Mint,  Toronto,  Ontario;  The  Limited  Edition  Mint, 
Vancouver,  B.C.;  The  Lombardo  Mint,  Sherbrooke,  Quebec;  Pressed  Metal 
Products,  Vancouver,  B.C.  and  George  H.  Hewitt  Co.  Ltd.,  Vancouver,  B.C 

Former  producers,  now  closed,  include:  The  Wellings  Mint,  Rexdale, 

Ontario  which  became  The  Franklin  Mint  of  Canada  (sales  outlet  only 
as  minting  is  done  at  the  parent  company  in  Pennsylvania) ; The  Jacques 
Cartier  Mint,  Toronto,  Ontario  which  purchased  the  equipment  of  The 
Wellings  Mint  and  later  became  The  Interbranch  International  Mint, 
Toronto,  Ontario;  and  Universal  Emblems  Ltd.  (1967),  Edmonton,  Al- 
berta whose  equipment  was  acquired  by  Canemco  Mfg.  Ltd.  in  1969. 

Canemco  Mfg.  Ltd.  went  bankrupt  in  1971  and  sold  their  equipment 
to  J.  & W.  Emblematic,  now  operating  as  The  Alberta  Mint. 

Mintmarks 


If  the  mint  striking  the  trade  dollar  has  a mintmark,  it  will  appear 
on  the  piece  unless  the  customer  requests  that  it  be  left  off.  A 
hexagon  with  a horizontal  line  through  its  center  is  the  mintmark  of 
The  Sherritt  Mint  and  three  superimposed  initials  are  the  mintmark  of 
Pressed  Metal  Products. 

In  addition,  somewhat  larger  size  symbolic  mintmarks,  suitable  for 
the  occasion,  may  be  used  by  the  issuing  municipality  to  create  several 
varieties  from  the  same  basic  type  of  trade  dollar  to  be  sold  as  a set. 
Four  cities  are  known  to  have  used  symbolic  mintmarks  on  their  trade 
dollars.  From  1974  through  1975  Winnipeg  has  used  one  of  its  four 
symbolic  mintmarks  on  each  of  its  Red  River  dollars:  a prairie  crocus, 

the  Fort  Gary  gate,  a buffalo,  or  a golden  boy.  Since  1974  Calgary 
has  issued  4 mintmarked  varieties  annually  for  its  stampede  dollars: 
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a saddle,  a horse,  a cowboy  hat  and  a cowboy  boot.  Since  1972  Edmon- 
t in  has  issued  4 mintmarked  varieties  annually  for  its  Klondike  Days 
ci. . liars:  a pick,  a shovel,  a top  hat  and  a cane.  In  1976  Kimberley 

used  one  of  the  following  mintmarks  on  each  of  its  dollars:  a beer 

mug,  a pick  and  a shovel.

In  1978  several  municipalities  requested  The  Sherritt  Mint  to  add  a 
small  raised  secret  mark  to  several  specimens  of  their  currency  trade 
dollar  in  order  to  mark  them  as  prize  winning  pieces.  An  example  of 
the  secret  mark  is  a period  after  the  expiry  year  on  the  1978  Welland, 
Ontario  trade  dollar.  Five  such  dollars  were  marked  and  the  lucky 
holders  shared  a $500.00  cash  prize  kitty  after  the  expiry  date  when 
the  secret  mark  was  announced. 

Winnipeg  offered  a gold  dollar  in  exchange  for  its  single  specially 
marked  dollar.  Edmonton  offered  a $1,000  cash  prize  for  each  of  its 
five  specially  marked  dollars. 

Prizes  of  $10.00  cash  were  given  out  in  Calgary  to  persons  on  the  street 
who  had  the  requested  mintark  on  a Stampede  dollar  in  their  pocket 
when  questioned  by  a Stampede  official. 

Costs  of  Production 


The  larger  the  mintage,  the  lower  the  production  cost  per  trade  dollar. 
Hence  the  higher  the  mintage,  the  greater  amount  of  potential  profit 
for  the  issuing  agency. 

An  example  is  the  May  1978  price  schedule  (excluding  engraving  charges) 
for  an  uncirculated  33mm  trade  dollar  in  nickel  weighing  13.5  grams. 
Charges  listed  by  The  Sherritt  Mint  on  a price-per-piece  basis  are: 

$1.00  for  a mintage  of  1,000;  50c  for  a mintage  of  3,000;  33c  for  a 
mintage  of  5,000;  26q  for  a mintage  of  10,000;  23c  for  a mintage  of 
25,000;  21c  for  a mintage  of  50,000;  and  18.5c  for  a mintage  of  100,000. 

While  a 38mm  nickel  trade  dollar  is  closer  to  the  38.6mm  planchet  cur- 
rently used  by  a number  of  British  Commonwealth  countries  for  their 
crown-size  coins,  it  costs  nearly  double  that  of  a 33mm  nickel  trade 
dollar  as  it  contains  nearly  twice  as  much  nickel.  Nickel-silver  and 
copper-nickel,  being  less  costly  metals,  are  generally  used  for  38mm 
trade  dollars.  Nickel-bonded  steel  is  another  low  cost  possibility 
for  a 38mm  trade  dollar. 

Depending  on  the  intricacy  of  the  design.  The  Sherritt  Mint  charges 
from  $750  to  $1200  for  engraving  the  dies.  However,  $1,000  is  credited 
toward  engraving  charges  for  order  of  25,000  or  more  trade  dollars. 

Additional  costs  include:  up  to  $175  for  transportation  by  truck  from 

the  Mint  to  the  issuing  agency  (cost  is  based  on  a mintage  of  25,000); 
up  to  $300  if  final  art  work  is  required  on  the  drawing  before  being 
sent  to  the  engravers;  and  about  $200  if  advertising  and  posters  are 
requi red . 

The  Sherritt  Mint  generally  requires  a period  of  about  3 months  or 
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less  after  receipt  of  the  final  drawing  to  turn  out  an  issued  of  trade 
dollars.  Another  week  should  be  added  to  allow  for  transportation. 

Profit  to  the  Issuing  Agency 

The  municipality  or  their  issuing  agency  should  be  conservative  in 
the  mintage  of  their  first  issue  of  trade  dollars.  This  will  insure 
that  not  too  many  specimens  remain  unsold  at  the  expiry  date.  The 
mintage  can  be  raised  for  future  issues  if  desirable. 

A few  municipalities  have  ended  up  with  a large  percentage  of  their 
trade  dollars  unsold.  In  general  this  is  because  they  have  failed  to 
effectively  arrange  distribution.  This  naturally  cuts  deeply  into 
their  potential  profit.  Good  effective  distribution  is  the  key  to  a 
successful  trade  dollar  program.  It  requires  good  management,  intel- 
ligent organization  and  a great  deal  of  hard  work  by  many  individuals. 

A small  supply  of  trade  dollars  should  be  kept  for  future  years  to 
fill  requests  both  from  collectors  and  local  residents  seeking  back 
issues,  especially  if  a yearly  issue  is  contemplated.  Fortunately 
for  the  collector,  many  municipalities  can  still  supply  a number  of 
their  back  issues.  A return  rate  of  20%  of  the  issue  at  expiry  date 
is  normal.  In  some  municipalities,  the  return  rate  is  under  10%  as 
for  example  in  Victoria,  B.C.  where  it  is  about  7%. 

When  the  entire  mintage  of  a 33mm  nickel  trade  dollar  is  sold,  the 
average  potential  profit  is  about  $1,600  for  a mintage  of  5,000;  about 
$5,500  for  a mintage  of  10,000  and  about  $18,600  for  a mintage  of 
25,000.  There  is  nothing  new  about  the  idea  of  municipalities  issuing 
metallic  pieces  to  make  money.  Similar  pieces  were  being  sold  in  the 
late  19th  century  to  mark  festive  occasions,  royal  visits,  etc.  Most 
were  of  aluminum,  cost  2C  or  3C  to  make,  and  sold  for  25c,  netting  a 
tidy  profit.  Of  course  they  could  not  be  spent  locally  like  our  mod- 
ern day  trade  dollars,  and  so  became  mere  souvenirs. 

Issue  Data  by  Province 

Trade  dollars  are  a product  of  the  last  two  decades  and  have  blossomed 
out  to  become  popular  with  a large  number  of  municipalities  only 
during  the  past  three  years. 

The  earliest  issue  of  trade  dollars  known  to  us  was  issued  in  1960 
by  Prince  Rupert,  B.C.  to  commemorate  their  golden  jubilee.  A 1950 
dated  trade  dollar  was  issued  by  Whitehorse,  Yukon  Territoy  for  use 
in  1972  and  all  subsequent  years  through  1978. 

The  earliest  date  appearing  on  a metallic  50c  piece  is  1958. 

To  date  some  441  different  Canadian  trade  dollars  (491  including  those 
with  mintmarks)  have  been  issued  by  168  municipalities.  There  are 
undoubtedly  others  still  not  known  to  us.  Some  95%  of  these  441  type 
trade  dollars  and  91%  of  the  municipalities  issuing  them  are  situated 
in  the  five  central  and  western  provinces  (Ontario,  Manitoba,  Sas- 
katchewan, Alberta  and  British  Columbia)  and  the  two  territories 
(Yukon  and  Northwest  Territories)  north  of  them.  No  issues  are  known 
from  Newfoundland.

As  is  graphically  shown  in  Figure  1,  the  number  of  issues  of  trade 
dollars  issued  yearly  has  greatly  increased  during  the  past  few  years. 
In  1978  95  type  trade  dollars  (101  including  those  with  mintmarks) 
were  issued  by  68  municipalities  in  9 provinces  and  one  territory. 

In  1977  only  54  type  trade  dollars  (60  including  those  with  mintmarks) 
were  issued  by  48  municipalities. 
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TABLE  I:  DATA  BY  PROVINCE  AND  TERRIROTY. 

As  can  be  seen  from  the  data  presented  in  Table  I,  many  more  municipal- 
ities in  Ontario  have  issued  trade  dollars  than  in  any  other  province. 
With  the  population  of  Quebec  close  to  that  of  Ontario,  it  is  notable 
that  only  three  cities  in  Quebec  province  have  issued  trade  dollars, 
the  first  issue  being  dated  1977. 

Issuing  Agencies:  The  Best  Source  of  Trade  Dollars 

The  best  source  for  trade  dollars,  including  those  issued  in  previous 
years,  is  the  issuing  agency.  Generally,  previous  issues  are  available 
in  uncirculated  condition  at  face  value  or  slightly  more  plus  postage 
and  handling  charges.  The  mint  striking  the  dollars  ships  the  entire 
issue  to  their  client  so  they  are  unable  to  supply  specimens  to  collect- 
ors. Stocks  of  many  back  issues  are  limited,  and  once  exhausted,  speci- 
ments  will  be  difficult  to  find.

At  present  the  collector  demand  is  rather  limited  for  trade  dollars. 

Most  dealers  do  not  stock  them.  Two  Canadian  dealers  who  carry  trade 
dollars  are:  John  Cheramy,  P.  0.

Literature 

No  catalogue  of  Canadian  trade  dollars  has  been  issued  yet.  However, 
Serge  Pelletier  is  compiling  a descriptive  catalogue  with  mintage  fig- 
ures on  trade  dollars  and  would  be  interested  in  corresponding  with 
collectors  in  this  series. 

A 9-page  listing  of  Canadian  Trade  Dollars  by  province  and  territory 
with  issuing  municipalities  listed  alphabetically  under  each  is  avail- 
able for  $1.75  from  Serge  Pelletier.  A second  list  is  also  available 
for  $1.75  listing  trade  dollars  by  issuing  municipality. 

Numerous  short  articles  on  trade  dollars  have  been  published  in  Canadian 
numismatic  periodicals.  A listing  of  new  issues  of  trade  dollars  and 
municipal  medals,  with  full  details  on  ordering  them  from  the  issuing 
municipality,  is  included  in  most  issue  of  THE  CANADIAN  TOKEN , the  bi- 
monthly publication  of  the  Canadian  Association  of  Token  Collectors.

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A GOLDGULDEN

Originally  a gulden  was  a silver  coin  of  the  same  weight  as  a taler. 

The  gulden,  in  one  form  or  other,  lasted  until  the  creation  of  Germany 
in  1871.  At  times  the  term  '‘gulden"  and  "florin"  were  used  interchange- 
ab  ly . 

Actually,  a "goldgulden"  was  another 
name  for  the  original  gold  florin 
of  Florence,  as  used  in  Germany. 

As  was  often  the  case  , as  a result 
of  inflation  the  quality  and  size 
of  the  coin  became  less  and  less. 

In  Austro-Hungary  it  was  eventually 
replaced  by  the  ducat.

Of  all  the  interesting  notgeld  issues  of  Germany-Austria  during  the 
post-World  War  I inflation  period,  few  issues  are  more  varied  or  more 
interesting  that  those  of  the  great  seaport  city  of  Hamburg. 

Hamburg  (pop.  1,850,000)  is  one  of  the  largest  European  ports  con- 
sisting of  60  dock  basins  and  23  miles  of  quays,  with  nearly  300  ship- 
ping lines  calling  there,  and  with  approximately  800  sailings  monthly 
carrying  cargos  to  more  than  1000  world  ports. 

The  Versailles  Treaty  signed  June  28,  1919,  stripped  Germany  of  her 
overseas  colonies,  navy  and  merchant  navy  as  a part  of  the  political 

consequences  of  losing 
the  First  World  War,  all 
of  which  had  a depressing 
and  profound  effect  on 
the  old  Hanseatic  port 
city  on  the  Elbe  River. 

Of  course,  it  too  was 
severely  effected  by  the 
astronomical  inflation 
that  affected  Germany  and 
Austria  during  the  post- 
war period. 

In  1921,  Hamburg  declared 
a "Culture  and  Sport  Week" 
(Kultur  und  Sportwoche) 
from  August  12th  to  the 
24th,  1921  (actually  two 
weeks)  and  issued  a series 
of  notgeld  denominated  in 
50,  75  Pfennig  and  1 Mark. 
There  are  several  minor 
varieties  of  this  issue; 
those  shown  here  are  E- 
dition  B (Ausgabe  B) . 

The  obverse,  the  same  on 
all  notes,  shows  a runner 
bearing  an  olive  branch 
passing  a Greek  Ionic 
column  with  the  city  coat- 
75  Pfennig , Obverse  of-arms  in  the  background. 
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Color  is  olive  green  and  red.  However,  the  reverses  are  especially

interesting.  The  50  Pfennig  note,  in  brown,  black,  red,  white  and 
green  shows  a view  of  the  harbor  with  the  huge  shipyards  in  the  back- 
ground. The  caption  above  states  simply  "Seatravel  is  necessary!" 
(Seefahrt  ist  not!)  and  the  caption  below  says  "Germany's  commerce 
flag  shall  be  black,  white,  red"  (Deutschland's  handels  flagge  sei 
schwarz-weiss-rot ! ) , the  colors  of  the  Weimar  Republic. 


75  Pfennig } Reverse 


The  75  Pfennig  note  reverse  shows  the  Hamburg  city  hall  (rathaus)  which 
dominates  the  square  it  faces  (Rathausmarkt) , planned  after  a dis- 
asterous  fire  in  1842,  and  completed  in  1897.  The  city  flag  waves  in 
front  of  the  facade  under  the  campanile. 
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1 Mark,  Reverse 

The  1 Mark  note  reverse  represents  the  city  coat-of-arms  flanked  by 
rampant  lions  and  the  port  with  harbor  in  the  background.  Colors  on 
all  reverses  are  the  same. 

Hamburg  epitomizes,  in  many  respects,  the  courage,  industry  and  de- 
termination of  the  German  people  as  they  have  risen  from  the  depres- 
sions and  destructions  of  two  devastating  wars.  Those  attributes 
seem  well-reflected  in  this  notgeld  issue.

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SIEGE  PIECES

In  years  past  when  a city  was  being 
besieged  and  it  ran  out  of  currency 
it  struck  coins  out  of  any  metal 
that  came  to  hand  - unlike  modern 
times  when  paper  is  printed.  Either 
way,  the  value  was  purely  nominal 
and  the  ultimate  value  would  depend 
on  who  won  the  war. 

Because  such  coins  were  often  struck 
rectangular  in  shape  (easier  to  cut 
up  the  metal  like  that!)  they  were 
often  called  "obsidional  pieces1'. 

In  British  history  the  best  known  ones  are  undoubtedly  those  struck  in 
the  civil  war  of  Charles  I. 


The  piece  shown  here  is  of  the 
hold  in  the  war.  Nominally  it

EARLY  GREEK  COINS  AND  THEIR  SYMBOLS  -NO.  2

There  are  several  stages  between  Group  1 ( NI  BULLETIN,  January  1980, 
pp23-24)  and  the  coins  shown  below,  so  that  the  marked  improvement 
in  style  and  execution  is  fairly  obvious. 


No.  2:  An  octadrachm  of  Alexan- 

der I of  Macedonia.  As  he  ruled 
498/54  B.C.  the  approximate 
date  is  known.  Obverse: 
Warrior  and  crescent  belong 
to  the  period  before  the 
rulers  of  a state  were  por- 
trayed. He  wears  a chalmys 
and  a kausia.  Reverse: 

Still  incuse,  but  has  a 
legend  around  it  - AAELANAPO 


No.  3:  Clazomene  in  Mace- 

donia. No  legend  but  it 
may  be  about  the  same  date 
as  Alexander  I.  The  lion 
was  characteristic  of  Clzeomene  coins,  though  the  winged  board  (re- 
verse) is  even  more  so.  This  marks  an  early  attempt  to  put  a symbol 
in  incuse  and  its  square. 


No.  1:  A tetradrachm  of  Abdera 

in  S.  Thrace.  The  griffin  is  the 
symbol  commonly  found  on  its 
coins.  The  incuse  reverse  and 
shape  show  it  is  still  an  early 
type  coin. 


No.  4:  A tetradrachm  of  Syracuse,  one  of  the  earlier  types,  fore- 

runner of  the  far  better  known  head  of  Proserpine  (Koras)  and  dolphins 
The  biga  is  found  on  many  coins  of  Syracuse,  as  is  the  quadriga.  The 
former  was  used  quite  often  on  the  coins  of  Greek  colonies  as  well. 
Legend:  IZYPA. 

No.  5:  Naronaia  in  Thrace,  a tetra- 

drachm in  the  Phoenician  standard. 

This  horse  is  found  on  most  of  its 
coins  but  the  bunch  of  grapes  was  the 
city  symbol.  The  incuse  style  is 
still  that  of  Alexander  I.  The 
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inscription  is  that  of  an  unknown  magistrate  of  the  city.  Such  names 
are  frequently  found  on  Greek  city  coins  (see  No.  10).  Inscription:

No.  6 


No.  6:  A didrachm  of  Cyrene,  a colony  of 

Sparta  in  N.  Africa.  It  has  the  bearded, 
horned  head  of  Zeus-Ammon,  i.e.  equating  the 
Egyptian  deity  with  the  Greek.  Such  practice  4 
was  common.  The  reverse  shows  the  valuable  " 
"silphium"  plant  for  which  Cyrene  was  famous. 

A branch  of  it  was  dedicated  annually  at  Delphi. 


No.  7:  A still  early  tetradrach  of 

Athens.  The  owl  and  the  olive  spray 
are  sacred  to  the  goddess  Athenae. 
Perhaps  this  was  the  most  famous  and 
best  known  coin  in  the  classical 
world  as  is  today.  An  interesting 
collection  of  owls  in  a graduated 
series  by  style  is  fascinating.  The 
pupils  in  the  owl's  eyes  mark  a 
later  development . The  mint 1 s name 
A0E  is  on  the  reverse. 


No.  8:  A didrachm  of  Methymna(e)  on  Lesbos.  The  head 

of  Athenae  in  the  tight-fitting  helmet  is  still  archaic, 
though  the  style  of  the  foin  is  finer  than  that  of  No. 

7.  An  incuse  obverse  is  not  common  (see  No.  6).  The 
reverse  (not  shown)  has  a boar  walking,  the  mint's 
symbol,  and  a legend  MEGYMNAIfiN. 
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No.  9 


No.  9:  Lete  is  on  the  boundard  of  Mace- 

donia. The  stater  shows  a centaur  carry- 
ing off  a woman.  Lete  was  famous  for  its 
breed  of  wild  horses  and  hence  the  centaur 
legend.  The  helmet  in  the  incuse  reverse 
shows  great  precision  of  workmanship,  an 
advance  on  earlier  styles.  NOIATEA  should 
read  AETAION . 


No.  10:  A tetradracm  of  Acanthus, 

a colony  of  Andros  in  Macedonia. 

The  square  is  in  the  same  style  and 
date  of  Alexander  I (No.  2).  The 
square,  with  its  raised,  geometric, 
symetrical  figure  is  more  finished 
than  the  latter.  The  bull  overcome 
by  a lion  is  found  on  many  of  its 
coins,  though  the  smaller  denomin- 
ations usually  have  just  the  fore- 
part of  the  bull.  The  legend  is  the  magistrate's  name:  AAESIOE. 

No.  11  (illustrated  following  page):  A tetradrachm  (Persic  standard) 

of  Archelaus  of  Macedonia  (413/399  B.C.).  The  warrior  is  as  in  No.  2 
but  almost  a century  later.  Probably  a riderless  horse  was  a more 
common  design.  The  referee,  forepart  of  a goat  was  from  a legend 
connected  with  the  mint  at  Edessa  (Aegae)  as  on  some  of  the  larger 
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coins  of  Archelaus  and  was  par- 
ticularly associated  with  Edessa. 
The  use  of  the  incuse  square  is 
later,  compared  with  many  contem- 
orary  Greek  coins.  Perhaps  it 
calls  to  mind  that  many  of  the 
Greek  cities  still  considered 
Macedonia  barbarous  into  the  time 
No.  11  of  Alexander  the  Great.

2)  The  Numismatic  History  of  Himachal  Pradesh. 

The  latter  covers  the  coin  collections  of  the  Simla  and  Chamba  Mus- 
eums (Chamba,  once  and  independent  native  state,  is  the  area  south 
of  Kashmir) .

ZECCHINO

One  of  the  best  known  coins  of  older  Italy  was  the  "Zecchino''  which 
was  first  minted  around  1280  A.D.  Some  consider  it  a corruption  of 
Cyziceni,  the  name  given  to  the  gold  staters  of  Cyzicus  (Sea  of  Mar- 
mara) in  ancient  Mysia.  Others  believe  its  name  came  from  "la  Zeccha1' 
which  was  another  name  for  the  Venetian  mint  Guidecca. 

This  particular  piece  was  struck 
on  the  island  of  Malta  in  1622  by 
the  head  of  the  Maltese  order, 

St.  John  of  Malta,  Alofius  de 
Wignacourt.  It  shows  St.  John, 
with  the  Grandmaster  kneeling 
before  him. 
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ARABIC  COUNTERSTAMPS  ON  THE  ANNONYMOUS  FOLLES  SERIES

Early  in  1970  I bought  several  hundred  of  the  so-called  "Anonymous 
Folles"  from  a dealer  in  New  York  City  for  the  university  museum. 

We  had  several  hundred  others  in  the  collection  which  I had  acquired 
while  living  in  Istanbul.  I had  hoped  to  make  a study  of  them  after 
retirement . 

When  checking  over  them,  I noticed  that  several  had  what  looked  like 
an  Arabic  letter,  or  some  other  symbol,  stamped  on  the  coins.  (I 
seem  to  remember  that  some  of  the  coins  had  been  artificially  smooth- 
ed off  on  one  side,  though  many  were  quite  worn  by  use.)  On  recheck- 
ing carefully,  I noticed  a small  number  more. 

At  this  particular  period,  as  far  as  I could  gather,  not  too  many 
specimens  seemed  to  be  known  and  no  work  had  been  done  on  them. 

The  original  hoard  had  been  a large  one,  4 or  5 hundred  coins,  so  I 
wrote  to  get  some  more.  I only  got  a very  few  with  countermarks  so 
I wrote  back  to  ask  for  them  specifically  and  got  some,  but  at  highly 
inflated  prices  compared  with  the  first.  They  came  from  southeast 
Turkey,  probably  during  the  building  of  an  air  base. 

I think  it  was  Bill  Flolberton  who  told  me  that  Dr.  George  Miles  at  the 
American  Numismatic  Society  (ANS)  was  specifically  interested  in  these. 
Accordingly,  I wrote  to  ask  if  he  would  care  to  see  them.  He  did  and 
I mailed  them  to  him.  He  had  them  quite  a while  and  it  was  the  time 
when  his  health  was  beginning  to  fail.  Eventually,  he  returned  them 
with  the  notes  that  follow,  explaining  that  he  did  not  feel  well 
enough  to  cope  with  them.  Since  they  have  never  been  published,  and 
I feel  they  should  be  c.i  record  for  possible  future  reference,  I have 
sent  them  to  the  NI  BULLETIN  with  merely  these  notes. 

The  coins  are  part  of  the  permanent  collection  of  the  University  of 
Nebraska  State  Museum.

JUSTIN  II  565-578  A.D .

Justin  was  the  nephew  and  successor  of  Justinian  I (the  Great).  As 
master  of  the  Palace,  and  husband  of  Theodora's  niece,  he  obtained  a 
peaceful  election.  His  early  promise  was  unfulfilled,  he  was  indolent 

or  capricious,  and  subject  to  fits  of  insanity.  When  the  Lombards  in- 

vaded Italy  (568)  he  did  nothing  as  there  was  no  money.  In  572  he  was 
at  war  with  Persia  (a  recurring  cycle  of  Byzantine  history  for  several 
centuries)  and  with  the  Avars  in  573.  He  made  alliances  with  the  Turks 
of  Central  Asia,  the  Arabians  of  Ethiopia,  and  the  Austrasian  Franks, 
but  to  no  help.  In  574  he  proclaimed  the  general  Tiberius  as  Caesar 
(heir  presumptive)  and  went  into  retirement.  He  died  in  October  578. 
His  mother  was  named  Vigiliantia  and  his  reign  is  described  by  6 fam- 
ous Byzantine  historians.  For  further  details  see  the  Byzantine 
Families  of  Ducange  (pp89/101). 

The  coin  shown  to  the  left 
is  a 40  nummia  piece,  show- 
ing, as  usual,  the  emperor 

and  empress  enthroned.  It 
was  minted  in  Nicomedia  in 
the  8th  year  of  his  reign 
and  in  the  first  workshop 
(A) . Tiberius  had  coins 
minted  at  Constantinople, 
Thessalonica , Nicomedia, 
Cyzicus,  Antioch,  Alexandria,  Sicily  and  Rome.  Alexandria  was  the 
only  mint  which  never  shown  him  with  Sophia  (the  empress);  Constanti- 
nople, Cyzicus  and  Rome  showed  him  only  with  Sophia.

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BOOK  REVIEWS 

Les  'POULAINS ' (Pegasi)  de  Corinthe  (The  Colts  or  Foals  [Pegasi]  of 
Corinth),  by  Oscar  E.  Ravel.  Vols.  I & II  in  one  volume.  OBOL  re- 
print. 1980.  Heavy  hardback,  text  etc.  301pp.  78  plates  (two  parts)  , 

1130  coins  plus  9 plates  of  enlargements  of  specific  coins.  $60.00 
(available  from  the  publisher) . 

Both  original  volumes  have  long  been  out  of  print;  on  the  rare  oc- 
casions when  one  comes  on  the  market,  it  is  costly.  The  work  and 
plates  are  superb  to  which  Obol  has  done  full  justice  with  the  strong, 
single  volume  binding  and  perfect  reproduction.  Regardles  of  its 
original  date,  this  remains  the  primary  study  of  Corinthian  staters. 
Coins  studied  are  from  58  collections  (including  the  Hermitage),  pub- 
lic and  private.  Many  of  the  latter  have  since  been  dispersed. 

Of  special  value,  beside  the  coins  themselves,  are  the  following 
articles  included  in  the  text;  line  drawings  to  explain  descriptive 
terms  used,  punchmark  incuse  designs,  counterstamps,  provenance, 
coin  techniques  and  die  linkages,  symbols  and  their  use. 

Because  the  volume  is  in  French,  a sound  knowledge  of  the  language 
is  essential.  However,  the  plates  and  the  descriptions  may  easily 
be  understood  with  the  aid  of  a small  dictionary.  (The  NI  BULLETIN 
will  shortly  publish  a French  word  list  for  numismatics  - also  see 
Allen  R.  Fry.)  Consequently  the  volume  is  a must  for  all  museums, 
college  libraries,  as  well  as  other  clubs  dealing  with  classical 
coins,  and  dealers  of  the  same. 


Every  coin  has  an  obverse  head  of  Athena,  while  the  reverse  always 
has  Pegasus(os),  whence  the  name,  and  the  symbol  9 . Just  as  the 

Athenian  stater  was  a standard,  familiarly  known  as  an  'owl",  so  was 
the  Corinthian  stater  recognized  and  used  as  a standard  for  350 
years.  Corinth  was  one  of  the  greatest  (and  most  immoral)  of  Greek 
cities  with  an  immense  international  (W-E)  trade.  Thus  the  popular 
name  was  "PEGASI".  "POLOS'  and  "PULLUS"  were  also  used.  In  classic- 
al mythology  Pegasus (os)  was  a winged  horse  which  bore  the  thunder- 
bolt of  Zeus.  Its  legends  were  particularly  associated  with  Corinth 
and  the  word  itself  pre-dated  the  Greeks  (i.e.  very  ancient  indeed). 
The  earliest  coins  were  minted  around  650  B.C. 

Both  the  obverse  and  reverse  designs  mentioned  can  be  found  in  many, 
many  varieties  concerning  the  wings  on  Pegasus  and  on  Athena  the 
helmet,  hair  arrangement,  etc. 

Ravel  was  a famous  French  numismatist  who  specialized  in  Corinthian 
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coins  and  made  this  exhaustive  study.  His  classifications  (see 
tables)  is  still  primary. 

Corinthian  coins  are  relatively  common  but  perhaps  one  hears  less 
about  them  now  than  the  coinages  of  Athens  and  Alexander  the  Great. 
The  figure  below  is  one  used  in  the  study  and  classification.

A VERY  BEAUTIFUL  ARGENTEUS  OF  DIOCLETIAN

This  Roman  emperor  revived  the  old  Roman 
silver  denarius  after  more  than  a century 
of  complete  debasement  as  copper  antoniniani 
with  a silver  wash.  There  were  96  to  the 
pound  of  silver.  They  were  struck  until 
Julian  II.  The  coin  was  sometimes  called 
the  Argenteolus  (little  silver),  or  Argenteus 
minutulus  (our  word  '‘minute"  comes  from  minutulus) .
